Lake county expended $15,229.95— a 
per capita of 27J cents— for the relief j 
of poor persons outside of the Institu- } 
tions during the year ending September j 
1, 1913. The sum includes relief to ' 
and the burial of indigent soldiers, and 
the care of the sick. / 

The supervisors issued all orders for 
relief, these orders are usually filed in 
the office of the county clerk and audit 
ed, together with the claims prespnted 
by the poor committee. This committee 
reports the claims to the board of su- 
pervisors, with the total for each town- 
ship and the total for all the townships. 
No yearly statement of expenses is 
made by, the clerk to the board. 

Eleven thousand, five hundred dollars 
were appropriated during the past year 
/or the relief of blind persons in the 
"county. The practice of pensioning 
blind at $150 a year has been discon- 
tinued. 

The names of the poor people reliev- 
ed are not published in the papers. 

Dr. Brown, county physician, receive 
ed $2,000 a year for attendance 
the jail and the poor of Lake comply. I 
He furnishes medicine and cares for' 
patients whom he considers it necessary y c 
to remove to the Jane McAlister hos- 
pital. 

At a recent meeting, the board mem- 1 
bers voted to allow all hospital, 
bills up to $800. In other words the 
Jane McAlister hospital will receive 
$800 a year for allowing the county's 
poor bed space in the hospital. 

The pesthouse on the '•flats" is used 
for contagious diseases. The city of 
Waukegan has recently paid the bills 
of smallpox patients, but an effort is 
being made to regain at least a portion 
of the expenditure. 

The facts noted above were gleaned 
from the second annual report of the 
state charities commission, which was 
published but recently and presented to 
Hon. Charles S. Oeneen. governor of 
Illinois. The report was published on 
Dec. 31, 1912.

AUDITED BY STATE - 
IS PLAN OF LAW 

A state examiner to audit the ac- 
counts of all county officers will be pro- 
vided for in a bill to be submitted to 
the next general assembly by the spec- 
ial legislative committee named at the 
last session to inquire into the road im- 
provement and kindred subjects.

PreclBo knowledge of tho final mar- 
kot products Into which beef cattlo 
aro converted Is essential both to tho 
producer and to tho consumer of beef. 
In order to placo beef production 
upon tho most exact and profitable 
basis, account must bo taken not only 
of economical methods of breeding 
and feeding, but also of tho quality of 
tho finished beef product as delivered 
to tho ultlmato consumer. Tho rela- 
tive efficiency of the different types of 
beef cattlo or of Bystoms of production 
cannot bo accurately compared with- 
out considering tho adaptability of 
tho hoof to tho purpose for which It 
Is used. Tho same considerations 
that prompt manufacturers of other 
food articles to study closely tho com- 
modities they place on tho market 
should prompt, tho meat producer to 
Inform himself as thoroughly as pos- 
sible regarding his finished producL 
Notwithstanding tho evident truth of 
theso propositions, no comprehensive 
studies have yet been conducted and 
published which furnish a baslB on 
which to compare live cattlo with the 
-various cuts of beef derived from 
their carcasses. Consequently, beef 
producers have continued to conduct 
tholr operations almost wholly with- 
out regard to this important phase of 
tho Industry. . 

Meatmarkot patrons aro more di- 
rectly, nlthough no moro vitally, con- 
corned with this subject than beef 
producers, slnco they deal directly 
with tho market and have occasion 
almost dally to make uso of informa- 
tion concerning tho relatlvo values 
of tho different retail cuts. Thoso 
who would buy meat most intelligent, 
ly must know tho nature of theso 
cuts, especially with reference to tho 
proportions of lean meat, fat and bone 
•which they contain and tho food val- 
ue of meat from different parts of tho 
carcass. 

A large majority of meat con- 
sumers have no knowledge whatever 
of these matters, but make their se- 
lections of meat solely according to 
habits or fancy. In fact, but little 
acourato data along this lino have 
boon hitherto available to those who 
wished to buy meats on a rational 
basis. Ab a result, a few well-known 
cutB are greatly in demand, and the 
remainder of tho carcass Is a "drug 



on tho market." To BUch an extreme 
has this condition dovolopcd that n 
portion of tho carcass (loins and ribs) 
forming only about ono-fourth of its 
weight, represents nearly one-hulf of 
its retail coat. In view of tho largo 
placo which meat occupies in tho 
American diet, amounting to nearly 
one-third of the average expenditure 
for all food, tho Importance of an In- 
telligent understanding of tho sub- 
ject on tho part of tho consumer is 
readily apparent. 

It is highly essential to tho entire 
beef-cattle industry on tho ono hand, 
and the economic welfare of the beef- 
eating public on tho other, that a 
more intelligent understanding of tho 
different cuts of meat bo acquired by 
consumers generally. An Increased 
demand for those portions of tho car- 
cass which aro now difficult for tho 
butcher to dispose of would contribute 
largely toward a moro stable condi- 
tion of tho trade and thus enablo tho 
producer to operato with greater con- 
fidence and economy. At tho same 
time It would offect a tremendous sav- 
ing to tho consumer himself by moro 
nearly equalizing tho market values 
of tho various cuts and by enabling 
the retailor to operato with a smaller 
margin of profit. 

A thorough awakening of our own 
people in this matter Is no leas essen- 
tial to tho future of beef production 
in this country than tho development 
or our foreign markets, on tno ono 
hand, or a moro efficient system of 
cattle raising on tho other. Thus pro- 
ducer and consumer aro In a largo 
sense Interdependent with respect to 
tho whole question, and tho dissemina- 
tion of UBeful Information along thiB 
lino is clearly to tholr mutual ad- 
vantage. Further, cattlo raisers them- 
selves constitute an important pro- 
portion of tho beef-consuming class ; 
hence they havo a two-fold Interest in J 
the matter. Tho Increasing coat of 
meats. In keeping with the prices of 
other foods, has stimulated popular 
Interest in tho wholo subject and 
there Is a growing demand for ao* 
curate Information bearing upon It

London.— TIiobo who aro moBt fa- 
miliar with tho London stroots prob- 
ably think least about tholr history. 
But tho stranger who at rare Inter- 
vale, or possibly for tho first tlmo in 
his life, visits tho metropolis, must 
often speculato as to the origin of 
this or that thoroughfare, or wonder 
how Borne of tho curiously-named 
streets he passes through came by 
their naraeB. Slnco It Iisb always 
been the custom in this country to 
name tho ways of towns and cities 
after somebody or something, ono may 
bo euro that every ono of tho namqs 
of London streets onco had a special 
meaning, though that meaning has so 
much lost its point in the course of 
time, or the original spelling has been 
so corrupted, that It Is now in many 
cases practically ImposBlbla even to 
conjecturo tho original purport of 
the place-names of the metropolis. 

Many London thoroughfores, llko 
many a country; village, probably owe 
their names to the existence of some 
hostelry In tho Immediate neighbor- 
hood, and around which, in courso of 
time, other houses were built, bo that 
at last a street was formed. Hanging 
Sword alley, off Whitefriars street, 
and Catherine Wheal alley, near Liv- 
erpool street station, no doubt ob- 
tained their names in this manner. 
Gracechurch street, city. Is said to 
havo had nothing whatever to do 
wllh that particular virtue in tho be- 
ginning, and perhaps there is no 
moro of it thoro nowadays than there 
usod to bo. It was originally spelled 
"GraBB-church," because of tho grass 
that once grew along Its edges, or on 
account of the fact that venders of 
herbs dwelt there. 

Holborn Is another corruption of a 
perfectly different word. Originally 
It was "Old Bourno" or "Hill Bourne," 
Bo-called from the stream which broke 
out near where Holborn Bars after- 
ward stood, and ran down tho side of 
the street to the Fleet river. From 
the latter, as every one may suppose, 
Fleet street took ltB name. And as a 
final example of the corruption of

gin alighted. It Is Incased in red 
marble and ovor It Is the Inscription: 
"Wo will worship In tho placo where 
her foot havo stood."

Notes on Tuberculosis. 
Thoro aro about 200,000 deaths an- 
nually in tho United StateB from 
tuberculosis, of which it is estimated 
that 92 per cent are caused by the 
human typo of tubercle bacilli; and 
per cent, of 1C.O00 cases, are caused 
by 4 tho bovine typo. 

In tho cases caused by tho bovine 
type of tubercle bacilli the disease Is 
probably contracted very largely 
through tho food and is found almost 
exclusively among children. 

Though our knowlodgo concerning 
distribution of cattlo tuberculosis is 
yet incomplete. It is known to bo ex- 
tensive throughout tho world, rang- 
ing from 10 to 48 per cent where 
most testing has been dono,

distribution of this, dlseaao aro the 
oxtonslvo trade In tuberculous cattlo. m i C e, or which mats down so that It 
and tho difficulty of recognizing the smothers the plants.

Piccadilly, if wo may believe the 
usual explanation given, for Its curious 
namo, was so called because the first 
person to build a house In that 
neighborhood was interested in *plca- 
dllloes," by which namo the Btlff col- 
lars or ruffs formerly worn were orig- 
inally known. 

Abundant evidence as to tho marshy 
nature of the ground upon which a 
large part of the city. of London was 
originally built is still to bo discov- 
ered in -such names as Frenchchurch 
stroet, Finbury and Moorflelds.

Ono wears a mantle upon 
which aro embroidered 78,000 pearls. 
The massive proportions and ornato 
architecture of the cathedral at 
Toledo make it ono of tho most gor- 
geous in tho world. After tho bright 
glare of tho Spanish sunlight, it Is 
marvelous how beautiful is tho inte- 
rior as It comes streaming through 
760 varicolored windows. The pave- 
ment Is of varlegatctd marble and 
around tho walls are twenty-three 
elaborato chapels. 

The greatest artists of Spain la- 
bored on this cathedral for six .cen- 
turies. It is not strange, therefore, 
that it excites tho visitor's enthusi- 
asm. The. choir, for example, Is 
decorated with probably tho most 
elaborate wood carving in the world. 
Around a pavement of white marble 
rise, on three Bides, two rows of seats 
for the prleBtB, one above the other. 
Their arms, back, feet, headpieces 
and railings are exquisitely carved 
Into sacred, grotesque, mythological 
or historical subjects In basrellef. 

One's first impression on entering 
the cathedral Ib most vivid and im- 
posing. Five naves divide the church. • 
The middle one Is of great height, 
and .the others beside It seem to bow 
their heads and kneel in token of ad- 
miration and respect. Eighty-elght 
pillars, each as. largo as a tower and 
each composed of sixteen spindle- 
shaped columns bound together, sus- 
tain tho enormous mass of tho build- 
ing. 

The architecture of the whole build- 
ing Is homogeneous and perfect, 
which Ib a very rare virtue in Gothic 
architecture. The original plan, in 
spite of the many years it was build- 
ing, has been adhered to from ono end 
to tho other, with tho exception of a 
few arrangements of tho chapels, 
which, however, do not interfere with 
the harmony of the general effect.

BOATS FO R SCHO OL "KIDS" 

Argentine Government Thus Reaches 
Thousands of Children to Edu- 
cate Them. 

Buenos Aires.— Tho Argentine gov- 
ernment has solved the problem of 
providing education for the floating 
population along tho delta of tho La 
Plata river with school boats. These 
floating schools go from point to point 
along the I^a Plata and Its tribu- 
taries, changing tho roll of students 
as tho school steams to new territory 
along tho waterfront. 

In addition to saving thousands of 
dollars in* tho annual expenses of the 
department of education, it is offi- 
cially reported that education is now 
being brought to thousands of Ar- 
gentine children who were previously 
without any scholastic attention what- 
soever. 

Each schoolshlp consists of double- 
deck sections devoted ' to the higher 
and lower classes; while a terraco and 
private apartments for the teaching 
staff form the superstructure. Tho 
ships havo a capacity of two hun- 
dred pupils each. They aro. absolutely 
health assuring, and their value in 
meeting tho peculiar difficulties con- 
fronting tho education department 
In tho La Plata. delta is considerable. 
Indeed tholr success haB been such 
that a number of additional school 
ships for other waterfront .districts 
are now in courso of construction.

DECRIES UNCLE TOM'S CABIN 

Man Declares Work la Caricature and 
Has Done More Harm Than Any 
Other Volume. 



Camden, N. J.— In an address at tho 
Camden high school, F. Hopklnson 
Smith, writer and artist, said that 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin" had done more 
harm than any other hook ever writ- 
ten. He added that tho general condi- 
tion of the negro had not improved 
since the Civil war, and that ihe ne- 
groes of the south were happier, hot- 
ter cared for and more content in the 
days of slavery than they were now. 

Mr. Smith's criticism of Undo Tom's 
Cabin" was based on his belief that 
tho book gave the world an erroneous 
conception of tho negroes' life and 
condition before the war. Ho said 
tho chief incidents in Mrs. Stowo'a 
work were such as never could have 
happened In the south. He attributed 
much of the bl»*erness that prevailed 
in the south years before tho war to

by "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 

Mrs. Stowe, ho said, was to be 
blamed only for making such use of
